When Her Parents Oppose His 
Suit. 

Just as it is allowable with the Be 
douin to steal camels, so the young 
men may help one another to steal 
wives from other tribes. For ex- 
ample, says the Wide World, notice 
will be given beforehand by a youth 
to the parents of the girl that, since 
she has not yet been asked for, he 
wants her and is willing to pay such 
and such a price. 

Only the rich can afford to buy 
themselves pretty wives, for the price 
is sometimes considerable.. Besides 
camels, goatts, sheep and clothing, a 
must also be paid: 
that the” : 
the girl refuge to give her at the.price 
fixed, or declare that they wish, to 
keep her longer, or that she is too 
young, : 
‘his may continue until the young 
man is exasperated and will not be 
put off angylonger. He then forms a 
company of his companions, all 
mounted and well armed, while he 
also mounts on camels and horses ten 
women of his camp, Taney go secret- 
ly to the camp where the girl is, and 
while the young man and his com- 
panions wait with their rifles loaded 
and ready outside the tent, the women 
go into the apartment of the harem 
and bring the girl out by force. 

It is not allowable for strange men 
to enter the harem quarters, neither 
would it be proper for the father of 
the girl to resist or touch strange Wo- 
men. The women easily overpower 
the mother and women servants, and, 
setting the girl on a horse or camel 
gorgeously decked, they set off home- 
ward with their company. She is 
then taken to the tent of the young 
man, who makes a feast, and with 
this the marriage ceremony is com 
plete. 

From the time that a Bedonuin Is 18 
years of age until he dies of old age 
he is more or less looking out for new 
wives. By law Mohammedang are 
never allowed to have more than four 
at the same time. but they easily 
evade this regulation by divorcing 
one, which simply means sending her 
back to her parents, This is often be- 
cause she has borne him no sons. So 
it happens that the old shelkhs = al- 
most always have young wives. 

It is’ considered effeminate for & 
man to show affection toward hin 
wives, at least openly. One of the 
young sheikhs of the Adwans Moutha 

y, who recently lost his young and 
only wife acknowledged to be the 
prettiest girl in the tribe, shed tears 
at her grave. For this he was much 
laughed at by his companions, who 
said: “If a man’s wife die he can 
easily procure himself another.” But 
for a deceased father, brother, or even 
a mother, they think 1t does not show 
weakness to mourn. 

This seeming Indifference to wo- 
men has undoubtedly grown out of 
the idea the men entertain that the 
express appreciation of them would 
be weak and unmanly. The Bedouins, 
in private; treat their wives with more 
consideration than is generally shown 
among Orientals, especially so if they 
have borne sons. Bedoulh women can 
!go about alone and no one dare molest 
{them on pain of death. 4

Another-point is the great strength 
of @ baby’s arm compared with that of 
its ‘legs. “Experiments have shown 
that nearly all children less than three 
\years old can suspend themselvés by 
the arms from a horizontal walking 
stick for at least ten seconds, 

That distinguished scientist, Dr. 
Chalmers Mitehell, in a recent lecture, 
remarked that he had known babies 
not only hang on without support, but 
voluntarily take away one hand, hang- 
pon with only one—even babies on- 
ly*an hotir old. This great. arm 
strength is said to date from the days 
when our. ancestors relied on their 
arms alone in swinging from tree to 
tree. 

Another curious point brought forth 
je that of the perpendicular furrow 
on the upper lip. As people grow old- 
er this gets less and less distinct, and 
sometimes vanishes entirely. But in 
babies, as in apes, this furrow is very 
deep indeed. 

Again, anybody who has had charge 
of a baby knows that, if left to itself 
when going to sleep, it chooses a 
posture which seems horribly uncom: 
fortable to its mother or nurse, It 
goes to sleep lying on its stomach, 
with its limbs curled up beneath it. 

Another indication of how babies 
are nearer to the tree-awelling period 
of the rave than they are to the adul‘s 
around them is said to be found in the 
passion babies have for crawling up 
stairs. No baby will crawl along a 
level floor if it can find a staircase, 
There seems to be some mysterious 
instinct teaching it to climb.

“No? Well, it 1s surprising the num- 
ber of movementa a watch each, 
day," he continued.

This action on the part 
of the government ts practically the 
last in curtailing the wandering of 
Indians over the Western prairies, 
which wanderings have proved the 
theme for many author's articles. The 
Indians of the Prairie Provinces will 
now be practically on the same basis 
as the Indians of Ontario. They are 
kept on their reserves and not allow- 
ed to ramble over the country,

ASQUITH REPLIES TO CRITICS 


Declares That Home Rule Must Pre- 
cede House of Lords Reform in 
House 

London, England.—The amendment 
to the address in reply to the Speech 
from the Throne, move in the House 
of Commons was rejected by a vote 
of 324 to 231. It was alleged that the 
government had not fuifilled its pledg- 
es to reconstruct the House of Lords. 

In summihg up for the Government 
Premier Asquith declared that there 
was no truth In the statements of the 
Opposition that pledges nad been giv- 
en that the reconstitution of the House 
of Lords should precede Home Rule. 
The proper time for that, he said, was 
not before, but after the settlement 
of the Irish question. A scheme for 
reforming the second chamber would 
be submitted during the lifetime of 
the present parliament, but an ideal 
system of representative democratic 
government would necessitate not 
only the reconstruction of the Hou + 
of Lords but an alteration of the 
whole base of representation in the 
House of Commons.

THE SUNDAY. SCHOOL 


LESSON IX.—FIRST QUARTER, FOR | 


MARCH 2, 1942, ° 


Text of the Lesson, Mark i, 14-28, 
Memory Verses, 17, 17—Golden Text, 
Matt. ix, 37, 38—Cortimentacy Pre- 
pared by Rev. © M, Stearns. 


According to the harmony. .of the 
gospels, it would’ seem that Jesus re- 
turned to wher. John was preaching, 
and as he cried on two different days, 
“Behold tho Lamb of God!" two of 
John's disciples, Andrew and probably 
John, the brother of James, followed 
Jésus and. spent some time with Him 
one day, after which Andrew found 
his brother, Simo~, and brought -him 
o Jesus, and the inference is that 
John brought. his brother James, Then 
Jesus went into Galilee to Betlrsaida, 
the city of Andrew and Peter, and 
called Philip to follow’ Him. After 
this Philip brought Nathanael. and 
thus we see the first six disciples ac- 
cording to John i, 29-51, They seem 
to have received several calls before 
they left all to follow Him fully. The 
lesson today Indicates a call to And- 
rew and Peter, as they were casting a 
net into the sea, and to James and 
John as they were in the ship with 
their father mending their nets. The 


-account of this incident is found in 


Matt. iv, 18-22, as vell as in our les- 
son verses from Mark. The’ incident 
of Luke v, 1-11, seems to have been 
wholly different and at a different 
time, At that time He used Simon's 
boat as a pulpit and then filled both 
his boat and that of his partners 
James and John, with fishes. We must 
ever distinguish between Christians 
and disciples. A Christian is one who 
truly receives Jesus Christ as his 
Savionr and thus becomes a child of 
God, justified freely by 


Hlis grace‘ 
(Jobn 1, 12; Rom. iii, 24: v, 1). There 
are no degrees in salvation, for all 


who are in Christ are equally saved 
by His precious blood. He obtained 
eternal redemption for all, and all 
who receive the gift of God, which is 
eterpa: life. have it without money or 
works of any kind on their part. Dis- 
cipleship follows, and as it {s so cost- 
ly to the believer few are willing to 
pay the price; hence the whole heart- 
ed disciples are comparatively few, 
and there are many degrees in dis- 
cipleship and many calls to obtain the 
few. See Luke xiv, 26, 27, 33; Matt. 
x, 37, 38; xvi, 24. Having saved us 
fully, freely, and forever, He desires 
us to be ever, only, all for H'mself, 
His own special property, that He may 
live hia life in us and reveal Himself 
through us to the world (Ps. iv, 3; Tit. 
ff, 14, R.V.; I Thess. iv, 10.11). The 
ministry of John the Baptist seems 
to have been very brief, and, having 
been imprisoned because hated by a 
wicked woman, he was in due time be- 
headed, and the Lord Jesus suffered 
it to be so, although He said that no 
greater was ever born of woman 
(Matt. xi, 11). We cannot understand, 
but we must have unbounded confi- 
dence in God. 

After John was put in prison Jesus 
began to preach the gospel of the 
kingdom of God, urging men to re- 
pent and believe the gospel (verses 
14,15). Both John and Jesus and also 
the twelve preached that the kingdom 
was at band, the kingdom plainly fore- 
told by all the prophets; a kingdor

righteous king? before whom all kings 
will fall down and whom all nations 
will serve, Then shall the nations 
learn war no more, and from a right- 
eous Israel at the centre, with Jerus- 
alem as the throne of the Lord, the 
garth will soon be filled with the glory 
of the Lord (Isa. xxxii, 1, 17; ff, 4: 
Jer. fil, 17; Ps. Ixxif, 11). 9 Truly it ia 
worth while to follow such a leader 
through all trials to such a kingdom 
and to walk worthy of ft and Him 
(Matt. xvi, 27; I Thess. il, 12; [ Pet. 
v, 10). We may so know Him as to 
be blind and deaf to all but His face 
ana His voice, and thus He will make 
us fishers of men to complete His el- 
ect church during this age of the post- 
ponement of the kingdom, because 
they said, ‘We have no king but 
Caesar.” “We will not have this man 
to reign over us.” 

In the latter part of our lesson wa 
find Him in th> synagogue in Caper- 
naum on the Sabbath day and so 
teaching that all were astonished at 
His doctrine, for He taught with auth. 
ority. The words Were not His but 
His Father's, for He said only what 
the Father had told Him to say (John 
xil, 49: xiv, 10; xvii, 8). Power be- 
longeth unto God, and where the word 
of a king is there is power (Ps. Ixil, 
12; Eccl. vih, 4). On the night of His 
arrest His two words “L am" sent 
the Roman soldiers to the ground, for 
it was the same voice which said, “Let 
there be light” (Gen.-i, 3). A demon. 
possessed man was in the synagogue, 
and the evil spirit knew Him and call 
ed Him Jesus of Nazareth, the Holy 
One of God (verse 24), forthe demona 
believe and tremble (Jas. 1,19), It ta 
not believing about Jesus Christ that 
sayes, else ail demons mfght be sav« 
ed, bot it is submission to Him as 
God and the recéption of Him as the 
Saviour of sinners. See how the 
demons confess what many intelligent 
religious people today refuse to be« 
lieve—that Jesus is God.’ They: alse 
believe in a place of torment inta 
which He will cast them,at the ap 
pointed time (Matt. vill,-29).. This, 
too, is ridiculed by many, ‘but as truly 
as this demon obeyed. the voice o 
Jesus and came out of the man so wil! 
all people obey Him to whom He wil 
say, “Depart from Me, ye ¢gursed, inte 
everlasting fire prepared fbr the devil 
and his angels” (Matt, xxv, 41).
